Neil  Robinson,  Organist  at  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  for  many  years, 
has  composed  two  pieces  of  liturgical 
music  which  will  be  included  in  the 
Annual  Service  of  Contemporary  Li¬ 
turgical  music,  Friday  evening,  Decem¬ 
ber  16. 

Mr.  Robinson’s  works,  Bar’khu  and 
Sh’ma  Yisrael,  will  be  heard  along 
with  the  music  of  nearly  a  dozen 
different  contemporary  composers 
during  this  special  service. 

This  service,  originating  34  years 
ago  through  the  guidance  and  inspira¬ 
tion  of  Hazzan  Emeritus  David  J. 
Putterman,  has,  over  the  years,  gained 
national  recognition  as  an  important 
event  in  the  development  of  new 
Jewish  Liturgical  Music. 

Music  played  a  significant  role  in 
the  ritual  observance  during  the  days 
of  the  Temple.  After  the  destruction 
of  the  Temple,  the  use  of  music  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  service  was 
abolished.  Today  we  recognize  that 
aspect  of  music  which  can  move  the 
traditional  worshipper  to  prayer  as 
a  most  significant  one.  It  is  this  recog¬ 
nition  which  has  encouraged  the 
development  of  new  music  as  well  as 
a  search  for  old  and  forgotten  music. 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  will  be 
joined  by  the  Camerata  Singers,  under 
the  direction  of  Abraham  Kaplan. 

The  Service  will  begin  at  8:30  P.M. 
in  the  Main  Sanctuary.

THE  FESTIVAL  OF 
ENLIGHTENMENT 

We  are  about  to  celebrate  one  of  our 
most  beloved  holidays  —  Hanukkah, 
the  festival  of  lights.  The  small 
flickering  candles  remind  us  of  many 
things  —  the  warmth  and  security 
of  our  family  circle,  the  joy  in  our 
children’s  eyes,  the  remembrance 
of  things  past  and  the  pride  in  the 
Jewish  struggle  for  freedom  of  con¬ 
science.  Somehow,  the  message  is 
never  without  great  meaning  for  every 
generation.  It  is  at  one  and  the  same 
time  old  and  new,  historic  and  as 
current  as  today’s  newspaper.  Surely 
it  has  occurred  to  you  more  than 
once  during  these  critical  days  in 
Israel’s  struggle  on  the  stage  of  world 
history  that  we  do  well  to  look  to 
our  past  for  guidance  for  the  future. 
For  what  is  the  quintessential  element 
in  the  Hanukkah  saga  if  not  that  man 
is  never  free,  politically  or  in  any 
other  sense,  till  he  has  achieved  inner 
freedom.  He  must  be  free  to  think,  to 
feel,  to  act,  to  react  and  to  believe  as 
he  sees  fit,  honestly  and  unfettered 
by  the  dissenting  views  and  voices 
that  surround  him.  In  the  recent  day 
to  day  crises  which  have  dominated 
our  newspapers  and  media  the  spectre 
of  dual  loyalty  has  raised  its  threaten¬ 
ing  image  once  again.  This  is  nothing 
new  to  us  Jews.  Time  and  time  again 
we  have  been  accused  of  placing 
loyalty  to  the  Jewish  people  above 
our  loyalty  to  the  land  in  which  we 
make  our  homes.  Are  human  beings 
really  capable  of  one  loyalty  and  one 
loyalty  only  in  all  aspects  of  their 
lives?  Does  love  for  one’s  mother  pre¬ 
clude  an  equally  ardent  love  for  one’s 


father?  Does  loving  our  husband  or 
wife  mean  we  cannot  love  our  children 
with  an  equal  ardor?  It  would  make 
of  the  human  being  a  very  small  and 
circumscribed  creature  if  his  intel¬ 
lectual  and  emotional  life  were  so 
fettered  by  impossible  limitations.  Our 
horizons  must  be  broad,  not  limited, 
and  our  emotions  capable  of  an  end¬ 
less  variety  of  feelings  and  not  cast 
into  one  mold.  Above  all,  we  must 
be  free  to  express  ourselves  freely 
and  honestly.  If  that  means  disagree¬ 
ing  with  our  President  and  his  admin¬ 
istration,  so  be  it.  For  that  is  the 
lesson  of  Hanukkah.  It  is  a  holiday 
which  enlightens  us  about  freedom  of 
conscience,  a  quality  prized  so  highly 
by  our  forbears  that  they  risked  life 
and  limb  for  it.  Can  it  be  less  for  us?
